Apparently it can’t go on 
in that ratio very long, for Gano 
Dunn of the OPM has reported that 
combined civilian-and-defense re- 
quirements this year will exceed ca- 
pacity by 1,400,000 tons and by 1942 
there will be an indicated deficit of 
6,400,000 tons. In releasing these 
figures, President Roosevelt  indi- 
cated the answer might be to put 
mandatory priorities on steel to “di- 
vert” it from civilian use. At the 
same time it’s reported that about 
95 per cent of the total June pro- 
duction of aluminum will be need- 
ed for defense purposes. Zinc, “es- 
sential oils,” gasoline, nickel, and 
rubber are other materials import- 
ant to both peacetime and defense 
production and which, in the new 
“unlimited emergency,’ undoubted- 
ly will have to be “diverted” to de- 
fense needs to a greater extent than 
had been anticipated when we first 
began to hear about priorities. 


ACCENT ON MERIT—Fitting in 
with the streamlining of all nation- 
al effort in the interests of effi- 
ciency and economy in the all-out 
defense drive is the strong recent 
trend toward selection of public 
workers of states on the basis of 
tested merit rather than “political 
pull.”
